Spy, reviewing the works of some American authors, 
makes the following very just and favourable crit- 
icism. 

Neal (the author of Niagara) has shewn himself a 
genius ;—wild and irregular, it is true ; but with all | 
his faults, still a genius. There is such a gallant and 
highbearing chivalry in his poems, so much soul min- 
gled with every thing he say#, or does, that his faults 
are lost sight of in love for the man and admiration for 
the power of his musc. There are passages in his .Ni- 
agara, and Goldau, which for beauty and intensity of 
feeling may be matched, but seldom surpassed. His 
versification displays one cWracter which has rarely 
been displayed in an equal cegree—a thrilling or’ 
a swelling energy, bearing continually on witha hig a 
tide of feeling, which never fails to produce a power- 
ful emotion in the reader. His prose is not less excel- 
ient. The preface to the Battle of Niagara is the best 
of its kind we have ever read. Its satirical wit and 
sarcasm—its playful enerzy of style—singularify of ad- 
venture, and nomerous but inoffensive egotsms, const- 
tute a picture as amusing as it is original. 

“ Keep Cool,” his first performance, is a very pleas- 
ing novel. It contains much wit and lively satire, 
levelled at certain extravagancies of the times. Many 
of the characters are drawn with energy And spirit, 
and there are passages which are vot only forcible, 
but sublime. ‘The sketches of Indian character, and 
the viadication of Indian warfare by Henry Sidney, 
are by the hand of a master. ‘The character of Fcho, 
in the same work, is « perfect original. It is such a 
compound of greatness and littleness: so peculiar in 
sentiment, and so eloquent in expression ; with such a 
power of making the worse appear the better reason, 
that we are surprised at its singularity, at the same 
time pleased, yet withal unable to refer it to any thing 
we had previously known or felt.

— Fail- 
ing to do this, he may indeed excite the laughter 





of the barren spectator ; but the contest between 
inveterate inclination to sin, strengthened by 
years of vicious habits, and the surviving though 
feeble impuise to return to the path of virtue 
and honour, if truly represented, can never ex- 
cite laughter. At the agonies of remorse for 
having been the cause of a parent's death, ex- 
pressed in the poetical diction ot Shakspeare, or 
Otway, no one would think of laughing ; why 
should it be otherwise, When the same passion 
is described in the language of a rustic, and en- 
forced by the homely, but striking illustration, 
“ [reel a pack of dogs worrying at my heart”? 
Mr. Lilson’s great excellence in this part lies in 
his power to carry with him the sympathies of 
his audience ; the actor who cannot do this, and

Some 
six or eight persons habitually and mechanically 
clap their hands, when a performer first emerges 
from the wing : and it is time enough to drop a
